IpinecJiately following the riot by the so-celled Fonus Arm;' on 
July £3th, you dlroctod that en invest! Lretion and report thereon 
be mode in thin Department, "'e have completed it, and I submit 
herewith a surimary of tho result. A vast amount of material in the 
fom of reports, affidavits, and docuriiontary evidence has been 
accumulated. It is only possible hero briefly to summarize the 
conclusions. 


1, The entry of the Bonus Army into the District of Columbia. 

The first contingent of tho Bonus Army arrived about I-!ay 27th. 

On June 3d, Infonnotion reached the Department that a contingent 
from Cleveland led by C. B. Cov/an and another from Detroit led by 
JohnT. pace, comprising about 1300 men, gathered at the Pennsylvania 
Railroad yeards at Cleveland end had held up a mail train and attempted 
to commendeer trcnsportatlor to Washington. Cowan, one of these 
leaders, has a long police record; ho has been convicted and sentenced 
twice for forrery in Ohio and was sentenced to 13 months for robbing 
the znails to tho United States I'enitontiary at Atlanta in 1CE6. 

Pace, n well kriown Comunist ieaclor, has en extended police record. 

By one moons end another these groups and others obtained tra.hE- 
portetion to 'lashincton. By tho middle of Juno they had congregated 
hare in lergo nusfoers. They entered into possession of various 
tracts of government property, on some of which Tfore old buildings. 

In some instances por!,iission to do so wos given by the police ' 

authorities witli the acquiescence of the Treasury, with the under- - ■. 

standing that the occupancy would be temporary and would be dis- -l, 

continued at request and when Congress adjourned. Other government 
tracts were seized without permission end occupied by members of the\ 
Bonus Army. The nu.-nber of Bonus Army maroliers in ‘"ashington at the '' : 
time of the adjournment of Congress on July IGth has been variously 
estimated at from BOOO to 15,000, Sovoral tliousand left shortly 
after Congress adjourned, but other groups came in, and at the time , 
of the riot the beat estirates ere that there were from 6000 to GOOD 
bonus marchers in tlie city, 

2. The quality of the Bonus Arm:;. 

To understand tho conditions causing the riot it is necessary 
to know soKCthinr of the character of the men in the Bonus Army. 

t p) Humber o<* marchers who wore not ez-servico men . A con- 
siderable number of the marchers were not in military service during 
tho 'vorld 7ar. An approximation of the number is impossible, but 
two items of reliable inforiustlon throw some light on this question. 

to the riot of July 28th, 341 members of tho Bonus /.rm,v 

had been arrested at vnrlous dates for a variety of offenses, in- 

cluding disorderly conduct, parading without a pormat, assault with 
a dangerous weapon, destruction of private nroperty, trespass on 
private property, and solicltlnp alms. 17 i-:ere arrested by '‘he police 

on July Sbtji, and 4 on July 29th, making s total of 362. Unfortunately 

tho police did not fingerprint all of these persons for identification, 
but El of them, including those arrested for disturbing the peace near 
tho 'diito House, were fingerprlntod .

62C or nearly 1 in 5 of the ITorld ffar service men ertong the 
bonus marchers who obtained loans, liad been convicted for various 
offenses, including assault, larceny, burglary, embezzlement, robbery, 
felonious homicide, forgery and counterfeiting, rape, sca offenses, 
and narcotic drug violations.

I sm submittlnf: also with this report, us Exhibit "A", a 
detailed alphabetical list or each one of the 1009 nen o-at of the 
4VES borrowers who have police x’ecords, giving in detail the time end 
place of their arrests or convictions. It will be noted that many of 
them had been repeatedly convicted under various names, '.'ftien it is 
realized that the men who applied for loans to go home after Congress 
adjourned were the most sensible end the least disorderly, that many 
with criminal records no doubt refrained from disclosing their identity 
for any purpose, and a considerable portion of the Bonus Array v/ere not 
ex-service men and included Comnunists, radicals, and disorderly 
elements which always congregate under such conditions, it is probable 
the Bonus Army brought into the City of ’’/ashlngton the largest aggre- 
gation of criminals that had ever been assembled in the city et any one 
time. 


(c) Communists ./ As soon as the bonus march nos initiated, and 
as early as Ijay, 1932, the Communist party undertook an organized 
eempoign to foment the movement, and induced radicals to join the 
marchers to VTashington. As early as the edition of May 31, 1932, the 
Dally 'lorker, a publication which is the central organ of the Communist 
party in the United States, urged worker veterea delegations to go to 
Washington, on June 8th. Under date of June 1st, Emanuel Levin, alias 
Herman Levin, mana.gtag editor of the Daily '.Yorker with a long police 
xSCOi'u Tov iied ttCtivitiss Qiiu riovingj B 2 *r'ived irj tiiG city* Ke th-sn 
contended that the bonus merch had been largely planned in the head- 
quarters of the Uorkers Ex-service liens League, e Coummist organization 
with headquarters in New York City. Another Communist leader present 
in tJashington was John T. Pace, who led a large contingent of bonus 
marchers to Washington, and in a demonstration on July 25, 1932, ne'a'r'..* 
the t/hite House he was arrested by the Washinf-ton police. Pace was 
elected Fie^ld ?ferahol of the Detroit bonus marchers, James W, Ford, 
colored; sflw candidete for Vico President on the national ticket of 
the Comunist party, was one of the bonus roarchers arrested on July E9th. 
Clair Co'-icn, another Communist leader, led a contingent of bonus marchers 
from Cleveland consisting of several hundred men. Cowan himself was 
intercepted end arrested at Pittsburg on Juno 8th and did not reach 
IVashington, Another leader of the radical element among the bonus 
marchers was V/alter F. Eicker. He was arrested on July 21st and again 
on July 25th by the '.Vashington police. Another leader of the deraon- 
stratton made by bonus marchers on July 25th at the '.Vhite House was 
Sylvester C. McKinney, e Cotamunist organizer \7ith a police record for 
Communist activity^^ 


One of the bonus camps - that within 12th and 14th and E and C 
Streets, S. "/• - was occupied principally by ComTainists heeded by pace. 
Possession of this government property had been seized and occupied 
by these marchers without any authority. During June end July, while 
the Bonus Array was present, Comnuniat meetings mere held in this city 
frequently. The files of this Department contain voliuninous reports 
of these meetings, at many of which Incendiary speeches and 
plans to stir the Bonus Array to violence and bloodshed were made. 

During the various dtsordera, including the final riot, poraons 
identified as radicals and CoraraunistE were observed arao^g the disturbers. 
There is irrefutable proof that a very large body of CY

(d) The invest! gation.s we have conducted )iave demonstrated that 
a very much larger proportion of the Bonus Array than was realized at 
the time, consisted of ex-convicts, persons with criminal records, 
radlcela, end none-service men. On the other hand, a very considerable 
number were genuine ex-service men of good intentions nnd clean records. 
This is particularly true of the conditions prior to the adjournment 
of Congress and before the exodus of those who realised that they had 
no further justification for remaining in the city, some of their 
leadera wero decent and law-abiding, end others were not. 
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and the contractor ran dmandlnc poscession, I'hc daraoUtior. of the 
buildings waa nececsary to the extension of Constitution Ayenuf; and

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6» Fires. 

After the troops arrived, fire broke out among the old shacks 
occupied by bonus marchers on tlio Pennsylvania Avenue tract where the 
rioting occurred, and later at the big camp known as Camp Marks on 
the Anacostia Piver, from which the bulk of the rioters had come to 
attack the police. The cause of the outbreak of tho fire in the 
Pennsylwinla /.venue area is not known. The troops had no orders to 
set any fires. There was inflajumable debris around, and tho cause of 
the arigln of the fire in the Pennsylvania Avenue area is variously 
given as having been set by cigarettes or hot tear Jjas bombs. The 
• evacuation of the large camp known as Camp Murks occurred later. At 
7:00 o’clock in the evening the tonus marchers at that camp ware 
notified that thoy would have to evacuate and that the troops would 
a'iTive, Sometime later the troops arrived at Camp Marks and were asked 
by the bonus marchers to delay an hour more to give the marchers time 
to evacuate comfortably. This request was granted, hiocy of the bonus 
marchers had already left, but the turoops waited until the remainder 
packed up and marhhed out, ' Vfhile the troops were waiting, fires set 
by the retiring bonus marchers broke out In a number of localities' 
among the shacks and debris in the camp, and the conflagration became 
general. Such action as the troops took at either of these places wlt>' 
respect to fire v/as later to complete the work of the retiring bonus 
marchers by burning up the remainder of tho debris. Photographs of 
soldiers setting fire to debris were evidently taken at this stage of 
the proceedings. The bonus marchers at these two sites, having evacuated 
their camps, then proceeded to leave the city. Camp Bartlett, on private 
property, was not disturbed by the troops, but was later evacuated by 
the bonus marchers.

orders to place men for that purpose, and, on the contrary, on the day 
of the disturbance was directed to keep his men out of the area. Con- 
soquently, in the confusion and absence of this detective service, it 
has been impossible to Identify and bring to justice some of the 
principal inciters of the disorder. It is always the case under such 
conditioiE, that the radicals and disorderly elements who incite such 
action do so warily and soiro times fade from the scene wiieii the trouble 
commence s. 




y. conclusion. 


Tais experience demonstrates that it is intolerable that organized 
bodies of nen having a gricTanco or deiTiand upon the Government should 

be allor/sd to encamp in the city and attempt to live off the comunity 

like soldiers billeted in an enei-iy country. Attempts by such groups to 
intimidate or coerce Congress into granting their demands hurt rather 
than help their cause, and can only end ns this one did, in riot and 

disorder. Th.e available facts demonstrate that the bonus marchers v/ho 

r-eiTHiUed in the city after Congress adjourned represented no fair cross' 
section of ex-service men. Prior to the adjournment of Congress, law- 
abiding cx-sei*vice :ien dominated this gathering and preserved order. 
j\f torv/ards, the proportion of disorderly end criminal elements among 
these men steadily increased, Sxich of thoir lornlcrs as v/ere well- 
■ntontionod lost control over them entirely. It is appalling to thinic 
'f the disorder and bloodshed that woxild have occurred if darkness had 
'alien on the city nlthi t’le police hopelessly overwhelmed at the 
:;eno of th.e disturbance, out the balance of the community without 
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arav.'o the disturbers provejited a calamity. T‘.:e principal reason 
' the Federal CrOvor.i;";ent v,xis given exclusive jurisdiction over 
Cc.pitul City was to enable it to preserve order at the seat of 
^rriMent and to protect the Congress and other public officials 
unlasrful interference vfliile iii the discharge of their duties, 
'iglit peaceably to petition Congress for redress of alleged 
•ances does not include assemblage of disorderly thousands at 
eat of tile ";ovei'n;rient for purposes of coercion.

CiIILDREN ■ S DEmNSTHATIOiNS . 


A circular urging the organization of meetings for 
the election of child delegsctes in all easter i states to 
go to Washington and take part in the demonstration on 
November 24 describes this as the "Children's Hunger 
Delegation", states it will serve as a mighty prelude to 
the National Hunger March,, and asks that it be supported 
by local demands for action in every city, tovm, and

successful hunger inarch on December 5", nnd is signed by 
the National Committee of the Unemployed Councils of trie 
United States of America, Central Bureau; Young Pioneers 
of America, National Committee; and Workers International 
Relief. 

It is also reported that the National Children’s 
Hunger Delegation is to concentrate on Washington on Thanlts- 
giving Day, November 24» to demand of President Hoover re- 
lief for ".•orking class cliildren, and to hold a public hear- 
ing on "child misery in the United States". The march is 
sponsored iy the Young Pioneers of America, 25 Fast 12th 
Street, New York, s.nd the National Committee of Unemployed 
Councils, 799 Broadway, New York City, The child delegates 
will be the elected representatives of workers’ children in 
the eastern states. Doctors and nurses will acGompan;^’' the 
delegates, according to the announcement. A list of demands 
to be presented by the children to President Hoover are: 

1. Unemployment insurance for their parents 

2. ??50.00 immediate relief for unemployed 
workers and $10.09 for each dependent 

3- Appropriations by Congress for the establiEh— 
ment of Federal Child Relief Stations 

4. Abolition of child labor in the United States. 


It is reported that open hearings on child labor and 
child misery" will be held in Washington and throughout the 
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country on the esjoe date. Doctors and nurses, and also 
children wx31 testify at these open hearings. The "Hoover 
Committees "for Child Welfare, Child Labor, etc., are 
being asked to send representatives to the hearing in 
Washington. They will also be urged to endorse the 
National Hunger March to Congress on December in which 
children also are to participate. 

It is further reported that an effort is being made 
to hold a "United Front" conference in as many touTis as 
possible to make plans to support and take care of the 
children's delegations to V-fashington on November 24, and 
the Hunger March to T/ashington on December 5- 

State;i:ents in the Daily Worker, the central organ 
of the Coimnunist Party of the United States of America 
(section of the Coomunist Internationale) are general in 
character and follow the lines of the "call" iscued by the 
National Committee of the Unemployed Councils, the loung 
Pioneers, and the Workers International Relief. They speak 
of delegates to be elected at "hunger hearings" throughout 
tile eastern states, but do .'iot indicate tlie particular 
localities from which the children will corae. 

Ho definite information has as yet been secured in- 
dicating the cities from vfhich children’s delegations will 
come. A report from Baltimore, Maryland, the reliability 
of which is open to question, states that about seveny-five 
children would come from New York, tvrenty froir. Baltimore, 
and Some from Cumberland. A rehearsal or local demonstration 
in Baltimore was to have been lield November 19« One Joan 
Hardy is said to be preparing to come. She is said to be 
an eighteen or twenty— year-old woman who was previously 
arrested in Washington during a demonstration. 

Repoirbs have been received from Chicago to the effect 
that the children's delegations will probably come from 
New York City, Baltimore, and Philadelphia, Translations of 
articles in Novy Mir, a Russian language Communist publication, 
do not indicate details as to the number of children or the 
starting points. 





Copies of circulars entitled "On to Washington", 
urging the election of workers* delegates for the National 
Hunger March to the opening of Congress December 5 have 
been obtained. They are apparently being distributed through- 
out the United States, but as far as can be ascertained at 
this time activities in regard to children's delegations have 
been confined to the eastern states, and no great effort has 
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It is reported that the young Coraraunist League in 
Youngstovrn, Ohio, has received a letter from the New York 
headquarters asking for marchers to go to Washington for the 
Thanksgiving demonstration, but no one had signed up by 
November 17. 


A report from Chicago indicates tiiere has been no 
activity involving children in that district, but that in- 
fomation was obtained that children in Nevv' York City, 
Philadelphia., and Baltimore were organizing for the Thanks- 
giving day demonstration. 

Tile reports from Pittsburgh indicate that there was a 
meeting on November 19 at which one Edith Broscoe presided, 
when arrangements were perfected for twenty-seven children 
to depart from Pittsburgh on the evening of the 22nd via 
truck and arrive in Washington the following morning. This 
report, the reliability of ?/hlch is not known, stated tliat 
one thousand children were expected from all districts and 
would mobilize on Pennsylvania Avenue and march to the White 
House from the Capitol. 


Deports from Detroit indicate there is to be a Children* s 
demonstration scheduled for ThanJisgiving day in Detroit, which 
is being organized by the Young Communist League and Young 
Pioneers, They are to march on the City Hall and subsequently 
on the State Capitol at Lansing. These reports indicate there 
is no information that children will leave Detroit for the 
Thanksgiving day demonstration in Vfashir.gton, 

Reports from New York City indicate that about twenty 
children are to arrive in New York from New England and meet 
at New York a group of about forty children on November 23* 
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They are to then proceed to Baltimore. Other groups from 
Philadelphia and Western Pennsylvania v/ill also proceed to 
Baltimore, These children are to remain at Baltimore 
until the morning of Thanksgiving Day and then the entire 
body of about one hundred children will leave Baltimore for 
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is now in Washington making arrangements for these children 
to interview the President. After the interview the committee 
intends to have a huge mass meeting at some undetermined hall 
in Washington. The children are to stay over night in Waslii; gto 
and leave Wasliington Friday for their homes.

Information has been received that on November 10, at 
foungstoTTn, Ohio, at the Workers' Center, 334 Ea.st Federal, 
a meeting was held to make arrangements to send a delegation 
of children to Washington, D.^ C. It seems that delegations 
of children are being sent from all over the country to 
gather in Washington, proceed to the White bouse, and on 
November 24, Thanksgiving Day, stage a demonstration thank- 
ing President Hoover for the hungry, famishing, clothesless 
children his foiir years in office have produced, and demand- 
ing free school books, clothing, and warm meals at the 
schools three times a day for the children. 

At a meeting November 8 in Youngstovm, Ohio, it appears 
that a report was made on the National Hunger March, the 
statement being made that the march will take place soon, 
there being nine lines, one of which will pass through 
Youngstown with over a thousand delega.tes. Arrangements were 
made for a conference on November 23 to elect thirty-two 
delegates to go from Youngsto-iTn; to get three trucks with 
food and clothing, and $320.00.

Harris is a young Harvaid graduate v/ho first appeared .n 
the scene in P.,ussia as a correspondent for the Moscow Dai.l;,’- News v/hen It wn 
inaugurated in October, 1950. At that time Harris was roust uboutlng In So' let 
Russia spending a major part of his time around the collr-ctive farms. He 
reported to be connected witn some farm journal in Washvogton, D.C. 

When the picketing v/as inaugurated by imembei'S of the Farmers Holi.- 
day Assn, in lov/a and adjacent states, members of the ^oariunist Agrarian 
organization, the United Farmers League and also of Unemoloyed '"'ouncils he- 
cO'’io active in the picketing movement stirring the farmers to further /'ndic I 
outbreaks. On the 9th of September a conference of far iers was held in “lo : pc 
C ity, Iowa with representation from 10 states. Here elans v/ere dravni up '•'‘cr 
the Washington Conference. The daily V.orker of October 6th stated as folio, p 
’’The Communist Peirty stands ready to give all possible help to the Ear.;:- 
ers National Relief Conference. In all oartj^ sections where there are farm- 
ers, pa.rt^'’ members should help farmers to orgEunize meetings and elect feri';cp' 
delegates a.nd first of all to initiate local movements. Meetings have the 
right to send one voting dele.gate for everj' 23 farmers present at the meotirg, 
Partr,'- members and party organizations should extend aid to the fullest possible 
extent to delegates on their way to Vfashington. In this way the Communist 
Party will help to make into a reality the third plank in its election 
platform which reads as follo?/s: 

•Emergency relief for impoverished farmers without restriction 
by the government and banks; exemption of imooverished farmers from 
taxes and no forced collection of rents or debts.'

Baron Van Der Noot, of 305 V.est 98th Street, who has bean 
a frequent visitor at the New York Office in the case of Patrick 
Kelly, Impersonation, came to the New York Office today (October 27th) 
accompanied by one R, R* Waterman, who maintains a place of buDiuass 
at 100 Weat S7th Street, New York City and who resides at 3447 D;Kalb 
Avenue, The Bronx. 


Waterman stated that he was formerly Treasurer of the 
Bonus Expeditionary Forces and was engaged in soliciting f und n fcr 
them, and during this time maintained an office at 100 Vep/37th 
Street. He stated that an individual by the name of Duke^Hadley, 
during Auguot of this year, had phoned to Waterman's office on ooveral 
occasions in on attempt to make an appointment with T.aterman and 
at one time came to the office during Viaterman's absence and waited 
three hours for him. Waterman stated that he later arranged an 
appointment at 9 P.LI. on or about August 25, 1932 and took Baron 
Van Der Noot with him to meet Hadley. Waterman stated that as ncur 
as he can recall Hadley met them at his home in a large apartment 
hotel on either 47th or 46th Street. Ur, Waterman stated that his 
interest in meeting Hadley was because he supposed Hadley wisheu io 
contribute something to the B.E.F. He stated that this apartmen 
hotel was located near Uadison Avenue.

Already the American Legion has had a special meeting in Washington, 
and took up the question of the Eiational Hunger March and discusses 
ways and means of breaking up the march, ne must be thoroughly pre- 
oared for an attack. The attack can be expected as follows; 

1. In many localities an open attack by the state and city police on 
the march. 

2. The organization of fascist groups, American Legion, etc., to at- 
tack the marchers. 

3. Re-route the marchers outside the city limits in order to avoid 
passing thru important cities. 

4. picking on little details, as overcrowded trucks, etc., to break 
up the march. 

5. To demoralize the march in Washington proper thru either an open 
attack or other mys, such as denial of housing accomodations thru 
all kinds of excuses, etc. 

6. Splitting up of the ioain coluian on the route and thus demoralizing 
the effectiveness of the march. 

In order to withstand all possible attacks- by the city, state -and nat- 
ional government, we must take immediate organizational steps to pro- 
tect the National Hunger March and organize defense groups to defend 
the March from all possible attacks. 

The following steps shall be taken and carefully prepared; 


1. Right after the conference where the delegates •’■ill be elected, a 
meeting of all delegates shall be held and the dole-gates 
assigned to trucks. While dividing the delegates special attent- 
ion must be given to assigning to every truck 3 comrades as a nuc- 
leus for defense work, whose task it is to leod ana involve the 
workers in defense. V/herever possible these 3 comrades shall be 
ex-servicernen, or physicially fit for this v;ork.
